Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1939  on  the  existing  conditions  of  the  Tyne  Port  and  of  the  work 
of  your  Officers  during ‘this  period. 

Owing  to  the  declaration  of  war  it  is  inadviseable  to  give 
particular  details  relating  to  the  mercantile  activities  of  the 
port  and  this  annual  report  is  in  consequence  reduced  to  a  bald 
statement  of  certain  figures  and  remarks  of  a  general  nature. 
Ctnsequently  it  is  greatly  reduced  in  lenghth.

Conditions  on  board  Merchant  Shipping  have  been  carefully 
examined  and  strong  attempts  have  been  made  to  increase  the 
numbers  of  defects  rectified. 

At  the  same  time  stricter  control  of  unauthorised  boarding 
of  vessels  before  the  granting  »f  pratique  was  undertaken  and 
the  salutary  effect  of  legal  prosecution  by  your  Officers’  was 
eviuenced  by  a  very  great  reduction  in  the  number  of  attempts. 

In  this  respect  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
great  assistance  given  by  the  Officers  of  H.  M.  Customs  for  their 
careful  reports  of  any  infringements  of  the  Port  Health  Regulations 
which  come  under  their  notice. 

'The  supply  of  water  by  waterboats  continues  under  strict 
supervision  and  a  system  of  partial  chlorination  introduced  as 
a  temporary  measure  until  a  general  policy  of  supply  could  be 
put  into  operation  is  working  well  and  will  be  continued 
throughout  the  war. 

Throughout  the  year  the  port  was  free  from  all  major  infectious 
diseases  and  comparatively  few  cases  of  minor  disease  were  noted. 

Two  Members  of  the  Staff  left  our  service  to  take  up  positions 
under  other  Authorities.  Their  places  were  filled  by  new 
appointments . 

One  other  member  of  the  Staff  on  the  Air  Force  Reserve  was 
called  up  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities.  This  position 
was  not  filled. 

It  is  to  be  anticipated  that  in  the  near  future  several  other 
members  of  the  staff  will  be  required  for  Haval  or  Military  duties. 

Once  again  I  am  pleased  to  give  sincere  tribute  to  the 
efficient  and  cheerful  work  of  all  Members  of  the  Staff 
and  to  the  Members  of  the.  Committee  for  their  interest  and  I 
feel  sure  that,  despite  a  certain  amount  of  disorganisation 
and  readjustment  consequent  to  the  war,  with  the  same  help,  the 
work  will  continue  at  its  present  satisfactory  level.

Close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  with 
the  Ministry  of  Shipping  and  the  Port  Health  Authoities  of  other  ports 
with  a  view  to  ensuring  that  defects  detected  are  adequately- followed  up, 
and  rectified  either  here  or  elsewhere  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

Information  of  such  action  taken  is  also  transmitted  to  the  port 
primarily  responsible  for  the  detection  of  the  defects  under 
consideration. 
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SOURCE  OP  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  water  to  shipping  remains 
substantially  the  same  as  previously  in  so  far  as  the  sources  of  supply 
are  concerned. 


V/here  water  is  supplied  by  means  of  waterboats  a  system  of  partial 
chlorination  has  been  enforced  with  very  satisfactory  results. 


The  bacterial  analyses  have  been  consistently  good  and  form  a 
marked  contrast  to  those  previously  obtained  which  formed  the  basis  of  a 
special  report  on  the  subject.

6  -  EXPERIENCE  OP  WORKING  OP  ARTICLE  l6. 

Infringements  of  the  Port  Health  Regulations,  1933 s  *  in 
especial  the  illegal  boarding  of  Merchant  Vessels  before  the  granting 
of  Pratique,-  were  prevalent  during  the  early  months  of  the  year,  and 
concerted  action  was  taken  by  the  Officers  of  H.  M.  Customs  and  the 
Officers  of  the  Authority  in  an  endeavour  to  stop  this  practice. 


Reports  of  infringements  were  followed  up  by  warnings  to  the 
interested  parties  that  legal  proceedings  would  be  undertaken  at  any 
repetition  of  the  offence. 

Such  proceedings  were  taken  in  one  case  and  a  fine  of  £10  was 
inf lie  ted .

Parrots  (Prohibition  of  Import)  Regulations,  1930.
